han 45,000 youths of school age.

HILE it would be impossible

The survivors filled with 
terror and dismay, summoned med- 
ical aid, and tried every possible 
human means to stay the frightful 
ravages of the plague, but in vain. 
At length, the people had recourse 
to the Rosary, and praise to God 
and the intercession of the Blessed 
Virgin. The plague instantly dis- 
appeared. 

But why peruse the annals of 
the Church of the thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries in 
search of evidence to prove the 
efficacy and sublimity of this devo- 
tion, since in the nineteenth cen- 
tury we possess an event of the 
most striking nature, and second 
only to the apparition of our Lady 
to St. Dominic? 

On the eleventh day of February, 
1858, three young peasant girls 
were gathering sticks near the rock 
of Massabielle, on the bank of the 
Gave, a little stream near the town 
of Lourdes. “Bernadette having 
wandered a short distance from her 
companions, turned toward the 
Grotto and noticed that a magnifi- 
eent wild rose-tree or briar, which 
was rooted in a niche in the rock, 
and the branches of which hung 
down to the ground, was being 
gently shaken.

Suddenly a celestial brightness 
encompassed the Grotto, and 
within the niche she saw standing 
a lady of unspeakable beauty, with 
her feet resting lightly on the wild 
rose-tree. Her raiment was grace- 
ful and simple—a pure white robe, 
a long white veil flowing from her 
head in large graceful folds and a 
light-blue e e falling below her 
knees; on her arm was hanging a 
Rosary with a cross of gold, Be 
zling in its beauty and richness;

Far Worse Than Material 


Depression 


T must be clear to every observ- 
ant person that the destiny of 
every nation in the world will soon 
be in control of those who are now 
youths. But people do not seem to 
reflect sufficiently on the manner 
in which the rising generation, in 
any given country, is being prepar- 
ed for leadership. 

The youth of Russia is being 
trained in an atheistic way. The 
youth of Mexico is being trained 
in the same manner, the teaching 
of religion having been barred even 
from elementary private schools. 
The youth of Germany is rallied 
around Hitler, who has no sympa- 
thy for religion. The youth of 
Italy is being trained to look upon 
the State as supreme in all things. 
The youth of Central and South 
America has been behind all the 
recent revolutions, provoked in the 
name of modern progress of the 
most material kind. The youth of 
China and India is asserting itself, 
backed by Communistic influences 
In. England and the United 
States, where there was a long 
period of post-war prosperity, the 
young generation was not so re- 
ceptive to the influences which 
have operated so perniciously else 
where, But the youne generation 
is responsible for practically all 
the new humanistic teaching, cal- 
culated to overthrow the old stand- 
ards of morality. Their elders, of 
course, prepared it for them, 

Only a small percentage of the 
chiidren of the United States is 
being taught anything about God 
and His Commandments, about the 
soul and its immortality, or about 
God’s plan of salvation. The only 
interests which are stressed. in 
school, college and university are 
the interests the student will have 
in this world. 

Only recently Ralph M. Easley, 
Chairman of the Executive Com 
mittee of the National Civic Fed 
eration, declared in a letter to the 
Secretary of Labor, thatthe most 
revolutionary and dangerous char 
acters in South America and the 
Far East have been educated in 
American universities and reflect 
the subversive character of the in. 
struction received——-this allegation 
being based upon the well-known 
fact that so many of the professors 
in these universities are atheists, 
pacifists, socialists or communists.” 
Suggests That Some Professors 

Be Ousted 


“If this charge be true,” he said, 
“it might be well for the world if, 
instead of being encouraged to at- 
tend our educational institutions, 
foreign students were not permit- 
ted to do so. With equal force this 
would apply to American students, 
whose parents would do well to as- 
certain the identity of those pro- 
fessors whose teachings are so dan- 
gerous and see to it that they are 
ousted from their posts of high 
trust.”

In his recent encyclical letter on 
“Christian Education of Youth” 
His Holiness, Pope Pius XI, says: 
“There can be no ideally perfect 
education which is not Christian 
education.” The Pope expresses 
here the teaching and practice of 
the Catholic Church through the 
eenturies that are gone and cen- 
turies that are to come. 


Education belongs to the Church 
by the authority given her by her 
Divine Founder when He said: 
“All power is given Me in heaven 
and on earth, going therefore, 
teach ye all nations.” With full 
right the Church promotes letters, 
science and art insofar as neces- 
sary, or helpful to Christian edu- 
cation, in addition to her work for 
the salvation of souls, she founds 
and maintains schools adapted to 
every branch of learning and de- 
gree of culture. “Nor may even 
physical culture, as it is called, 
be considered outside the range of 
her maternal supervision, for the 
reason that it also is a means 
‘which may help, or harm, Chris- 
tian education.” Does this teach- 
ing, as expressed by Our Holy 
Father, sound in any way as 
though the Catholic Church is op- 
posed to education or is reaction- 
ary as is so frequently. charged? 
In fact, he further states that 
courses in schools should be adapt- 
ed to the exigencies of the times, 
realizing that courses laid out in 
the thirteenth century. might not 
fill the demands of the twentieth. 

How right the Church has been 
in her insistence on Christian edu- 
eation is shown dramatically when 
we read the articles in our maga- 
zines and newspapers about secu- 
lar education. To give an unbiased 
view, I quote from non-Catholic 
writers: The President of Wash- 
ington and Lee College says: “We 
must deplore the fact that the pre- 
sent nationwide epidemic of high- 
er education is accompanied by an 
equally nationwide and appalling 
epidemic of lawlessness. We spend 
more money on schools than any 
other people in the world, and we 
lose more than any other people 
through crime and disorder. Edu- 
cation corrupted by godless philo- 
sophy, rejecting God and debasing 
man, is not education.” Dr. Eliot, 
former president of Harvard Uni- 
versity, said: “The failure of our 
public schools have to look it 
squarely in the face—first, teach 
children their duty to parents, 
brothers and _ sisters—teach the 
meaning of loving their neighbors. 
Behind this is the motive of putting 
into children’s hearts the love of 
God.” Many of our former presi- 
dents, Washington, Jefferson, Lin- 
coln and Coolidge, have repeated- 
ly emphasized the need of Chris- 
tian education. 

In our own city of Salina the 
need for religious instruction for 
children has been so strongly felt 
that a week-day religious school 
has been established by non-Cath- 
olic churches, and 90 per cent. of 
the children are taken to classes 
once a week. This is done with a 
great deal of enthusiasm in spite 
of the inconvenience to children 
and parents. It goes to show that 
others are coming to realize that 
religion must be accorded its pro- 
per place in education. 

So it goes, with Catholic and 
non-Catholic voicing the need of 
adequate moral training. For 
American children, the need is 
 gelf-evident, if our institutions are 

“to . A nation cannot stand 
_ ‘when its citizens manifest a disre-

not swerve in their fidelity to the 
principles laid down by the Church. 

We say, as St. Augustine said 
in the fourth century: “Let those 
who declare the teaching of Christ 
to be opposed to the welfare of the 
State, furnish us with an army of 
soldiers such as Christ says sol- 
diers ought to be; let them give us 
subjects who live up to the teach- 
ing of Christ, and then let them 
dare assert that Christian doctrine 
is harmful to the State.” Or again, 
with a scholar of the Renaissance: 
‘Tt is the aim of ecclesiastical 
authority by the use of spiritual 
means to form good Christians; 
and in doing this it helps at the 
same time to form good citizens 
and prepares them to meet their 
obligations as members of civil so- 
ciety. This follows of necessity be- 
cause in the city of God, the Holy 


Roman Catholic Church, a good 


citizen and an upright man are 
absolutely one and the same 
thing.” This doctrine is the doc- 
trine of today and when Catholics 
are accused of being unpatriotic, 
they point to many outstanding 
statesmen, generals, and prominent 
citizens of the past and present; 
they point to the number and char- 
acter of the Catholic soldiers in 
our wars. In the World War 
there were twice as many Catholic 
soldiers as non-Catholics in pro- 
portion to the number of Catholics 
and non-Catholic citizens. 


Another frequent misstatement 
of Catholic doctrine is made by 
non-Catholics—that is that the 
Catholic Church is opposed to 
scientific research. This is far, far 
from the truth. To quote from the 
doctrine defined by the Vatican 
Council: “The Church, therefore, 
far from hindering the pursuit of 
the arts and sciences, fosters and 
promotes them in many ways. For 
she is neither ignorant nor unap- 
preciative of the many advantages 
which flow from them to man- 
kind!” The world points with 
pride to many Catholic scientists 
whose research has greatly added 
to the progress of civilization— 
Louis Pasteur and his serum to 
eure hydrophobia, Father Mendel 
and his laws concerning the heri- 
dity of species, Marconi and the 
wireless. Volta, Ohm, Ampere, 
who have made great discoveries 
in the realm of electricity to which 
they lent their names; Catholics 
who invented the barometer, ther- 
mometer, and X-ray. Does there 
seem to be any conflict here be- 
tween science and Faith? 


The Catholic Church has had in 
the past, and has today, the great- 
est teachers in the world. This is 
true of parish schools, colleges, 
and universities. As Our Holy 
Father says: “Perfect schools are 
the result not so much of good 
methods as of good teachers; 
teachers who are thoroughly pre- 
pared and well grounded in the 
matter they have to teach, who 


cherish a pure’ and holy love for 


the youths confided to them be- 
cause they love Jesus Christ and 
His Church, and who have sin- 
cerely at heart the true good 
of family and country.’ Surely the 
boy or girl living in the atmos- 
phere created by such teachers, 
learning religion, absorbing its 
beauties, following its ideals, in 
addition to learning to read and 
write, will become a better stu- 
dent, and a better citizen. 


In competitive examinations, the 
students from Catholic schools 
have always been outstanding. 
They have learned religion, coupled 
with secular education—they have 
learned that religion is not some- 
thing added to life—it is its very 
essence—they have learned that 
both body and soul must be edu- 
cated. 


The unprecedented reign of law- 
lessness in our country today 
stands as an open challenge to our 
vaunted public educational system. 
Something is radically wrong! Our 
nation needs knowledge and com- 
petence, but above all it needs 
righteousness. All fair-minded 
men must now approve the un-

Did you make use of the special 
devotions and indulgences of this 
month?

For such children we have nothing 
to say except—“Keep up the daily 
devotion”—and remember the ex- 
traordinary indulgences granted

You might be surprised, children, 
to know the great part you play in 
doing spiritual work for Holy 
Mother the Church. In the year 
1887, the Pope, Leo XIII, announc- 
ed and commanded the daily reci- 
tation of the Rosary. His reasons 
were those near to our hearts to- 
day. Namely to overcome the evils 
of that time, such as our present 
“depression,” to repel the advances 
of the evil spirit, {such as Com- 
munism and Anarchy), and to bring 
peace and tranquility to the spir- 
itual welfare of the Church found- 
ed by Jesus Christ. 
In all the Cathedrals and Church- 
es throughout the world, the Rosary 
and the Litany of Loretto is to be 
recited, throughout the month of 
October. These prayers may be 
said before the Blessed Sacrament 
Solemnly Exposed, or Privately, 
with the Bishop’s permission. Un- 
der such conditions, if at least one- 
alf of the Rosary is recited, one 
may obtain 5 years and 5 Quar- 
antines. If said for 3 days each 
week, a Plenary Indulgence may be 
gained on any Sunday of - the 
month; with-the usual necessary 
conditions. A Plenary Indulgence 
is also granted to those who re- 


day during the Octave of the Holy 
Rosary, with the usual conditions. 

EACH DAY, that you recite the 
Litany and Rosary, either publicly 
or privately before the Blessed 
Sacrament, with the usual condi- 
tions of confession and Commun- 
ion, you may obtain a Plenary In- 
dulgence. It is NOT necessary 
that you say all the decades of the 
Rosary at one time. If you are in- 
terrupted, just remember the de- 
cades should be said in one day. 

We mention these rich indul- 
gences you may gain, so that you 
might lay up spiritual treasures 
for yourself, or may remember 
your dear departed ones. Why not 
try to multiply your good works 
during this Month of the Most Holy 
Rosary? No matter what your pri- 
vate devotions may be, remember 
Mary. 


SACRAMENTALS 


HOLY WATER 

The “Asperges” or sprinkling of 
Holy Water on the Faithful before 
Mass, may be something you do 
not fully understand. It was first 
introduced in the general blessing 
of the Faithful at the principal 
Mass on Sundays, by Pope St. Leo 
VI, who ruled the church from the 
year 847 to 855. His words to his 
priests would lead us to believe that 
the custom of blessing the water 
each Sunday and sprinkling the 
people was of much earlier origin. 
We have historical certainty that 
the custom comes at least from 
the 9th century. 

The “Asperges” or sprinkling of 
the Faithful with the newly blessed 
Holy Water, is to be used at the 
principal Mass of the Sunday, The

Sees U. S. Birth Rate 
At Stationary Point 


_ New York—The Statistical Bulle- 
tin of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company calls attention to 
the fact that the United States has 
reached that condition of population 
where births and deaths are now 
at a point of equilibrium, wiping 
out the true rate of natural in- 
crease of population of the United 
States. The birthrate of the Unit- 
ed States was 18.9 per thousand 
in 1930, and the deathrate was 11.4. 
The balance of 7.5 per thousand, 
the bulletin states, does not indi- 
cate a true natural increase since 
this excess arises wholly from a 
higher birthrate and heavy immi- 
gration of years gone by which are 
now at an end, 

Once this is taken into account 
“if fecundity and mortality were 


to continue at the present level, the 
birthrate will be, not 18.9. per 
thousand as reported in 1930, but 
only 15.76; the deathrate instead 
of exhibiting the figure of 11.4, as 
in 1930, will have risen to 15.97, 
thus giving a net loss of .21 per 
thousand per annum,” the bulletin 
adds. 

As a matter of fact, an earlier 
bulletin shows, the birthrate, which 
was 18.9 per thousand in 1930, 
dropped to 17.8 in 1931. There has 
been a steady decline in birthrates 
since 1924, from 22.4 to 17.8, it is 
noted. 

The bulletin further states: “But 
the fact that we had actually reach- 
ed equilibrium two years ago with 
every indication of marked further 
declines in fertility and a necessar- 
ily limited prospect of improve- 
ment in mortality lends a deep sig- 
nificance to the results of our com- 
putation of the true rate of natur- 
al increase as recorded above for 
our last census year. This compu- 
tation confirms our conclusion that 
the population of the United States 
is rapidly approaching its maxt- 
mum which we estimated at about 
150 millions.” 3

of Fierce India Hill 
Natives Is Seen Near

Patna, India.—Encouraging pros- 
pects are held out for the conver- 
sion of a tribe dwelling on the tops 
of the Rajmahal hills and speaking 
the Malto language. 

The Rev. James A. Creane, an 
American Jesuit, reports the con- 
version of more than 300 Santal 
aboriginals in the last year, but 
discloses that 114 of the Malto- 
speaking tribesmen have entered 
the Catholic Church in the six 
weeks ending September 1. Many 
of the tribe’s villages are inviting 
the missionary to instruct them. 


These hill people were notorious 
in years past for their boldness 
and rapidity of action in raiding 
the countryside for great distances 
from their homes in the then in- 
accessible hills. The natives of the 
plains lying near the Rajmahal hills 
are convinced that the hillmen still 
offer human sacrifice, especially of 
children they can kidnap from the 
plains people.

Springfield, Ill.—The current de- 
pression is emphasizing, particu- 
larly on those who have lost wealth 
in the economic distress of the past 
three years, mankind’s utter de- 
pendence upon God, says the Rt 
Rev. Msgr.

Such an era 
of unprecedented wealth could pro- 
duce only a generation of physical, 


‘mental, and moral weaklings. The 


idea of giving an honest day’s work 


‘for an honest day’s wage had al- 


most vanished from the mind of 
man. Great fortunes were so easi- 
ly acquired through speculation 
and graft that men and women ev- 
erywhere were seeking to pile up 
fortunes without labor or sacrifice. 
Crimes of dishonesty and fraud, 
unequalled in our nation’s history, 
were being perpetrated even by 
high government officials. As a 
natural consequence or even as a 
complement to idleness and wealth’ 
came a wave of immorality so open 
and shameless that it was paraded 
by screen and press with an air of 
approval and applause. 


“There could be but little hope 
for men of brawn, brain, and vir- 
tue rising from such conditions.” 


“The point which I wish to em- 
phasize,” he continues, “is that this 
great depression, so much deplored, 
is not an unmixed evil and that its 
general effect should be more bene- 
ficial than detrimental. Men and 
women as never before are realiz- 
ing the instability of worldly 
wealth, power and glory.

Much difference of 
opinion rests on the Catholic practicality of reading

works rank second to none in his knowledge and applica- 
tion of the English language and vocabulary. We ad- 
mire him for this and read him in order to improve our- 
selves. Now, the question is, is it unfair to read such 
manuscrpts even though one intends net to and actually 
does not heed unorthodox statements contained therein ?

“Push the first letter back a few years and Y might 
have written it; at least it contains the very arguments 
Y used to use in his attempt to justify his perusal of 
indexed books. He read them ‘for their style’-—and 
style they had none any more than a passing freakish 
fad. (A Eugenie chapeau would be a creation of art 
eternal alongside the stammering, jejune, mawkish ob- 
scenity and stale, cheap blasphemy of the author our 
student and his friends want to read.) He was told that 
you can’t read an author fer his style without absorbing 
some of his philosophy. He didn’t believe. He has made 
a public mess of his life. And now he says that he has 
lost his faith—sed memo perdet quod non. habet—the 
poor boy had-no faith to lose. What he has lost is one 
pose, and he is trying out another. 

“Perhaps the information given this time is again 
inadequate. The same complaint will be made ten vears 
from now if the Religious Bulletin returns to the subject 
and quotes as horrible examples the messed-up lives of 
students here now who read indexed books ‘for their 
siyle’. 

“The teaching of the Church is adequate—for faith- 
ful Catholics. The decree and its proper commentary are 
too extensive for a Bulletin, but the pamphlet rack has 
a supply of copies of Betten’s ‘Roman Index of Forbid- 
den Books,’ which gives the substance of the Church’s 
legislation with a good commentary (and a very inade- 
quate list). Those who want full information will find 
it there.

“Don’t you think,” Miss Colberg 
concludes, “the Girl Scouts from 
the States could send some old 
clothes? When my troop collect- 
ed for victims of the Santo Domin- 
go hurricane in 1930 many Ameri- 
ean friends of my girls sent big 
bundles of clothes.”

Fort Wayne 
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Original Unit of State 
Hospital In Charge of 
Nuns Is 100 Years Old 


New Orleans, La.—-Modeled after 
Guy’s Hospital in London, the 
original building of Charity Hos- 
pital, conducted by the Daughters 
of Charity of St. Vincent de Paul, 
has just marked its one hundredth 
anniversary. 

The area on Tulane Avenue in 
which this one building stood alone 
in 1832 is now filled with 31 struc- 
tures, forming one of the largest 
medical centers in the country. 
The history of the hospital, how- 
ever, dates back to 1736 when a 
dying sailor left a bequest of 
$4,000 for medical treatment for 
the poor during Bienviile’s regime. 
A residence on Rampart Street was 
converted into a hospital with this 
sum. The building was destroyed 
in 1779, but, in 1784, Don Almones- 
ter, Spanish nobleman, gave $114,- 
000 for the hospital and the Span- 
ish crown invested him with the 
institution’s administration. The 
hospital was rebuilt on another site 
in 1815 and again in 1832 on the 
present site. 

The hospital is a state institu- 
tion. Sister Stanislaus, supervisor 
of nurses, has been identified with 
the institution for the past 60 
years.

On the eve of Columbus Day, a 
day which a Presidential Proclama- 
tion urged all the country’s citi- 
zens to observe in honor of the 
Discoverer, Mr. Arthur Brisbane, 
the widely read jouranlist, wrote 
some interesting surmises about 
Columbus. 

In his column, which is syndi- 
cated throughout the United States, 
Mr. Brisbane contrives, in the 
space of three brief paragraphs, 
to include many express, and sev- 
eral implied, errors of history. He 
is a journalist of established repu- 
tation, and, as the following re- 
marks show, a gentleman of abun- 
dant courage. 


Columbus Will: Be Discussed 


“Wednesday,” this writer states, 
“will be Columbus Day and the man 
who found this country and the 
Indians and provided a location for 
past prosperity and present depres- 
sion, will be discussed.” 


The beauty of this topical sen- 
tence, as we may term it, will not 
discourage any young newspaper- 
man. But the stylistic limitations 
of a popular writer need not detain 
us. 

Mr. Brisbane’s second sentence, 
however, should not be passed over 
without observation. It is only fair 
to quote it. 


“Some investigators who give us 
excellent reasons for their state- 
ment,” he writes, “declare that 
Christopher Columbus was a Jew, 
and his uncle, also a Jew, helped 
him financially more than did 
Queen Isabella.” 

Concerning this assertion, it is 
necessary to cite only contempor- 
ary records. The expedition that 
discovered the New World was fin- 
anced by the Spanish Government, 
which borrowed 1,140,000 marave- 
dia (about $70,000) and repaid it 
with nine per cent interest. The 
money was advanced to the Sover- 
eigns by the Santa Hermandad 
(Holy Brotherhood) and repaid to 
its officials, Luis de Santangel, a 
converted Jew, and Francisco Pin- 
edo, a Christian Genoese.

Protests against the advocacy by 
Governor James R. Beverly of 
Puerto Rico of birth control as a 
solution to the overpopulation pro- 
blem in that island have been filed 
with President Hoover and Secre- 
‘tary of War Hurley by the execu- 
tive committee of the National 
Catholic Alumni Federation. 


In its appeal to President Hoover, 
the federation, which comprises 
alumni associations of all the lead- 
ing Catholic colleges in the country 
and has a membership of more than 
300,000, asked that Governor Bev- 
erly be admonished to cease his ad- 
vocacy of birth control and also be 
required to withdraw publicly the 
recommendation that he had al- 
ready made, “since it is contrary 
to the laws of.this country.” 


The letter, signed by Redmond 
F. Kernan, Jr., president of the 
federation, after calling President 
Hoover’s attention to Governor 
Beverly’s statement, said: 

“As you know, such practices are 
condemned as immoral by the laws 
of the United States, and the dis- 
semination of literature on this 
subject is prohibited by the postal 
laws. Furthermore, practically 
every moral agency and every reli- 
gious sect in this country has 
stamped such practice as immoral 
and contrary to the natural law.

Will you kindly allow me to call 
your attention to several inaccura- 
cies that occurred in past issues of 
the SUNDAY VISITOR? I trust 
that you will understand my mo- 
tive in correcting those errors:— 
it is not done in a spirit of critic- 
ism of your splendid publication 
which I greatly admire but out of 
conviction that intelligent readers 
should cooperate in bringing such 


a splendid work to the possibly 
highest standard. 


1.) In this issue of February 
6th., in Bureau of Information, the 
following answer is given to the 
question: “Is it true that priests 
of the Orthodox Church are allowed 
to marry ?”—‘“The priests of this 
rite are allowed to marry.” 


Now, in the first place this state- 


ment is false. Neither in the Cath-.: 


olic Church of Oriental Rites, nor 
in the Schismatic (Orthodox) 
Church is a priest ever allowed to 
be married; only married men may 
be ordained; a priest cannot, under 
any circumstances, be allowed to 
enter valid matrimony. 


I may add here that a married 
priest cannot become a bishop in 
the Catholic Church of Oriental 
Rites, but a widower may. In the 
Schismatic Church this question 
can never become actual, because 
according to their Canon Law only 
a monk (Basilian) can be conse- 
crated a bishop, and those are, of 
course, under vow of chastity. 
Should a secular priest be elected 
for bishopric, he first must enter 
the Basilian order, and only then, 
as a monk, can receive consecra- 
tion. 

Secondly, I would like to eall 
your kind attention to the fact that 
the Orthodox Church cannot pro- 
perly be called a “rite”. In the gen- 
erally accepted terminology the 
term “rite” means an Oriental 
branch of the Catholic Church with 
special liturgy, liturgical language 
and canonical regulations. The Or- 
thodox Church is a separated body 
for itself. 


2.) In the issue of July 31, on 
page 4, the following. paragraph 
is printed: 

“The Basilian Fathers, an order 
established in 1617, finally was of- 
ficially recognized by the Vatican 
in a decision of the Congregation 
of Oriental Affairs rendered after 
a 50 years’ ‘good conduct’ proba- 
tion period imposed by Leo XIII.” 

I don’t know what is the source 
of this news, but evidently the 
author confused here two distinct 
ecclesiastical institutions: 

a) The Basilian order of the 
Greek-Ukrainian rite; 

b) The Basilian Congregation 
of the Latin rite. 

Now, the Basilian Order in its 
now independent Ruthenian branch 
(in Poland, Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Yugoslavia, America) had 
been founded by St. Josaphat in 


1617, and reformed by order of 


Leo XIII by the Polish Jesuits in 
1882, and has been recently ap- 
proved as an independent order by 


the Holy See.

this order “has an American house 
in Toronto. ... South America.” 
This Basilian Congregation of 
Latin rite has nothing whatsoever 
in common with the Basilian Order 
of the Greek rite (except the name). 
It is a comparatively new religious 
body founded in France 1800, ap- 
proved in 1864 as “Institutum Pat- 
rum St. Basilii,”’ divided in 1901 
into two branches,—that of France 
and of America. 


The monks of the Basilian Or- 
der were comparatively few in this 
country and in Canada or Brazil, 
and were canonically subject to 
their provincial abbot (archimand- 
rite) in Poland (apart, of course, 
to their 3 ordinaries here). Now 
they have their own province for 
the United States and Canada, and 
a vice-province for South America.

No. For the so-called Bib- 
lical reason for divorce, people 
quote St. Matthew, the fifth 
chapter, third verse, and the 
nineteenth chapter, ninth 
verse. A careful study of 
these two texts, however, will 


thew quotes Christ as author- 
izing separation only with no 
privilege, even to the innocent 
party, of remarrying. St. 
Mark, chapter ten, verses 
nine to twelve, and St. Luke, 
:chapter sixteen, verse eigh- 
‘teen, quote our Divine Savior 
‘as of the same occasion noted 
‘by St. Matthew, but they 
'make no reference whatever 
to any reason justifying the 
complete severance of the 
marriage bond. 


Defenders of the so-called 
Biblical reason lift from the 
general context the single 
|text which they quote from 
‘Matthew. Does not Matthew, 
who justifies the “putting 
‘away” of a wife because of 
'unfaithfulness, distinctly 
quote Christ as saying that 
“he that shall marry her that 
is put away committeth adul- 
tery”? Evidently, therefore, 


Matthew could not have had 
complete divorce in mind. He 
referred to separation only. 

St. Mark leaves no room for 
doubt for he says “whosoever 
putteth away his wife ‘and 
marrieth another, committeth 
adultery.” St. Luke is equally 
emphatic for he says “every- 
one”’. 

St. Paul clearly states that 
death alone dissoives the mar- 
riage tie (1 Cor. VII, 10 and 
11, and Rom. VII, 2 and 3).

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Skibos Expected to Offer 


Stiff Opposition in First} 


Real Test for the Ramblers. 


HAVE DEFEATED IRISH TWICE IN IMPORTANT CONTESTS. 


A renewal of one of the most 
outstanding rivalries existing 
among intercollegiate football 
teams will be witnessed at the 


Notre Dame stadium Saturday af- 
 ternoon when the Ramblers meet 


Coach Wally Steffen’s Carnegie 
The Skibos have al- 
ways been a tough foe for the 
Irish, and this year they are ex- 
pected to offer their usual stiff op- 
position to give Notre Dame her 
first real test of the season. 


Notre Dame and Carnegie have 
been rivals for more than ten years, 
and for some years, until 1926, the 
latter were considered a fairly easy 
foe. However, that season Carnegie 
upset the dope bucket and _ the 
Irish when they defeated an other- 
wise undefeated and championship 
team. Again in 1928 the Skibos 
broke an important Notre Dame 
tradition by defeating the Ramb!- 
ers in the first home game they 
lost in some 23 years. 


The meetings between the two 
teams in the last three years have 
provided interesting contests. In 
1929 the Notre Dame National 
Championship team was forced to 
extend itself to the limit to win a 
7-0 victory; in 1930 the score was 
21-7, and last year the Irish were 
able to run up only 19 points 
against the Skibos. 


Carnegie, according to Nordy 
Hoffman, assistant coach at Notre 
Dame and star guard of last year’s 
tem, who has scouted them in vic- 
tories over Geneva and Western 
Reserve and in a tie with Washing- 
ton & Jefferson, is stronger right 
now than she was when Notre 
Dame won at Pittsburgh last year. 
Too, one can expect the Skibos to 
look even better against Notre 
Dame since they are known to 
point for this particular game each 
year with the thought that a vic- 
tory over the Ramblers will more 
than cogipensate for a poor show- 
ing against any other team or 
teams on their schedule. 

Carnegie has, for the most part, 
an experienced team this year, and 
has ample reserve strength. At 
ends are Stewart and Tesserm, both 
experienced players and the latter 
a made over fullback who does the 
punting for the Skibos. At the 
tackle positions are Croft and 
Forsman, both veterans who weigh 
approximately 200 pounds each. At 
guards are Captain Sample, one of 
the greatest linemen in Carnegie’s 
history, and Heinzer, another veter- 
an who has proved his worth. At 
center is Jones who is playing his 
third year on the squad. He weighs 
only 170 pounds and is the lightest 
man in the line. 

In the backfield Carnegie will 
have McCurdy, who played in 1930 
but who was out of school last 
year, at quarterback. He has re- 
placed Angelo Bevevino, last year’s 
field general, who spent some time 
at Notre Dame before going to 
Carnegie. At halfbacks are Spisak 
and Kavel, both veterans and re- 
cognized runners and blockers, and 


at fullback is Joe Mihm, a 200 
pound man who is expected to emu- 
late Karcis, 1928 star at Carnegie, 
at crashing the Notre Dame line. 
Notre Dame will probably start’

are Greeney and Harris, both ex- 
perienced and reliable men, and at 
center is Ben Alexander, a third 
string player of last year who has 
developed quickly to beat out Gor- 
man for the regular job of ball 
passer this season. 
| In the backfield the playing of 
Schwartz is little missed for 
Lukats, Koken and McGuff have 
all looked good in the first two 
games of the season. Lukats’ abil- 
ity can be estimated by the mere 
fact that he has replaced Koken, 
who, as substitute to Schwartz last 
year, received favorable mention 
on several second choice All-Ame- 
rica selections. Brancheau, right 
halfback, looks to be one of the 
best blocking backs Notre Dame 
has had since Brill graduated, and 
in Melinkovitch and Banas Notre 
Dame has two fullbacks who have 
proved their ability both last year 
and this. The former has the first 
string job because of his better 
blocking and defensive playing. 


Drake Proved Easy 


In last week’s contest with Drake 
the Notre Dame team met but lit- 
tle opposition and scored touch- 
downs with monotonous regularity. 
Four complete backfields and three 
lines were thrown into the game by 
Anderson in an effort to keep the 
score down, but the policy of better 
than a point a minute continued, 
no matter what combination of 
players was used.

The Very Rev. F. V. O’Daniel, 
QO. P., has recently published a 
book, “A Light of the Chureh in 
Kentucky,” bringing out the fact 
that Jefferson Davis, president of 
the Confederate States in the Civil 
War, attended the College of St. 
Thomas, near Springfield, Ky., 
where Father Wilson was his first 
schoolmaster. Father O’Daniel 
quotes a letter written by Jeffer- 
son Davis as follows: 


“My first tuition was in the usual 
log-cabin school-house,” Davis 
wrote, “though in the summer, 
when I was seven years old I was 
sent on horseback through what 
was then called ‘The Wilderness’— 
by the country of the Choctaw and 
ickasaw natidns—to Kentucky, 
and was placed in a Catholic insti- 
tution then known as St. Thomas, 
m Washington County, near the 
town of Springfield. 

“In that day (1815) there were 
no steamboats, nor were there 
stage-coaches traversing the coun- 
try. The river trade was conduet- 
ed on flat and keel-boats. The last 
named only could be taken up the 
river. Commerce between the 
Western States and the Lower Mis- 
Sissippi was confined to water 
routes. The usual mode of travel 
was on horseback or afoot. Many 
persons whe had gone down the 
river in flat-boats walked through 
the wilderness of Kentucky, Ohio, 
and elsewhere. We passed many 
of these, daily, on the road. .. . 

“The party with which I was 
sent to Kentucky consisted of Ma- 
jor Hinds (who had charge of the 
famous battalion of Mississippi 
dragoons at the battle of New Or- 
leans), his wife, his sister-in-law, 
& miece, a maid servant, and his 
son, Howell, who was near my own 
age, and, like myself, mounted on 
a pony. A servant had a sumpter 
mule with some supplies, besides 
bed and blankets for camping out. 
The journey to Kentucky occupied 
several weeks. 

“The Kentucky Catholic School, 
called St. Thomas’ College, when 
[ was there, was connected with a 
church.

In the letter, Davis recalled how 
he took the blame for a prank 
played by his schoolmates and how, 
because of his loyalty to his fellow- 
students, the expected punishment 
did not materialize. He wrote that 
“the priests interrogated” him se- 
verely, but that he refused to re- 
veal the identity of the culprit, or 
culprits, in the prank. The priest, 
who, he said, “had special care” of 
him, took ‘him aside and pleaded 
with him to tell him who was guil- 
ty so that punishment would not 
be méted out unjustly. 

“He pleaded with me,” Davis’ 
account reads, ‘If you tell me what 
you know, no matter how little, I 
will let you off.’ Well,’ said I, ‘T 
‘know one thing. I know who blew 
out the light.’ The priest eagerly 
promised to let me off for the 
piece of information; and I said: 
‘I blew it out.’ Of course I was 
let off, but with a long talk which 
moved me to tears and prevented 
me from cooperating with the boys 
again in their schemes of mis- 
chief.” 


Gray Carroll, Tulsa lawyer, died 
a few months ago in Topeka, Kans., 
after an illness of two years. We 
do not know to what church Mr. 
Carroll gave his loyalty*but he was 
a credit to any faith. Twenty-two 
years ago, in Little Reck, Ark., Mr. 
Carroll, then a middle-aged law- 
yer, found himself in financial 
straits. His liabilities totaled near- 
ly $25,000. His assets were neg- 
ligible. Soon he began repaying 
his debts. For each dollar he owed 
he returned $1.26 in interest, al- 
though a convenient bankruptcy 
action would have .absolved him 
from legal liability.

He also repaid this 
debt with interest although it had 
amounted to $7,500. In two de- 
cades from the time of his trouble 
he settled his debts at an approxi- 
mate cost of $50,000.
